They  consisted  of  prisoners  of  war  sent  down  frou  the  railway  c~ups  who 
were  suffering  frou  various  injuries  und  dinoaseo,  m  the  seven  months 
I  was  there  1,400  prisoners  of  war  died,  a»ny  frou  tropioal  ulcers  which 
had  beer,  caused  by  injury  received  ut  work,  or  frou  the  yu.-rds,  and 
deficiency  diseases  such  us  beri-bori  and  pelojra,  1  hud  120  amputetiona 
in  order  to  avoid  the  sproad  of  disease  to  other  parts  of  the  body,

During  tho  course  of  tho  operation  one  of  tho  Japanese  doctors  fainted  and 
another  vus  3ick.  Thinking  this  was  a  good  opportunity  to  request  proper 
instruments  and  supplios  of  drugs,  I  nude  a  roquest  to  then  and  theiv 
answer  was  that  I  mat  realise  that  thenr  were  prisoners  of  war  and  no 
supply  could  be  made,^
